(3) A purpose for which the donor of the sam-10

ple (or surviving next-of-kin) provides consent.11

(4) As compelled by other applicable law in a12

case in which all of the following conditions are13

(B) The specimen sample is needed for the18

investigation or prosecution of a crime punish-19

able by one year or more of confinement.20

(C) No reasonable alternative means for21

obtaining a specimen for DNA profile analysis22

is available.23

(b) The specimen repository referred to in subsection24

(a) is the repository that was established pursuant to Dep-25
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uty Secretary of Defense Memorandum 47803, dated De-1

cember 16, 1991, and designated as the ‘‘Armed Forces2

Repository of Specimen Samples for the Identification of3

Remains’’ by paragraph numbered 4 in the covered De-4

partment of Defense policy memorandum.5

(c) For purposes of this section, the covered Depart-6

ment of Defense policy memorandum is the memorandum7

of the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Health Affairs) for8

the Secretary of the Army, dated April 2, 1996, issued9

pursuant to law which states as its subject ‘‘Policy Refine-10

ments for the Armed Forces Repository of Specimen Sam-11

ples for the Identification of Remains’’.12

SEC. 8098. Hereafter, the Air National Guard may13

assume responsibility for providing firefighting and rescue14

services in response to all aircraft-related emergencies at15

the Lincoln Municipal Airport in Lincoln, Nebraska.16

SEC. 8099. None of the funds made available to the17

Department of Defense under this Act may be obligated18

or expended to enter into or renew a contract with an en-19

tity when it is made known to the Federal official having20

authority to obligate or expend such funds that—21

(1) such entity is otherwise a contractor with22

the United States and is subject to the requirement23

in section 4212(d) of title 38, United States Code,24

regarding submission of an annual report to the Sec-25
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retary of Labor concerning employment of certain1

veterans; and2

(2) such entity has not submitted a report as3

required by that section for the most recent year for4

which such requirement was applicable to such en-5

tity.6

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Department of Defense7

Appropriations Act, 1997’’.8
